that they have killed 700 natives 
in the Oued Zem area in the 
past half-week in putting down 
the native uprising there. 

The killing was at a rate of 
nearly 10 natives for everyone of 
the 88 French men, women and 
children killed in the same area. 

The French troops went into 
action with orders to shoot any- 
one who ran, and to burn any of 
the brush huts of the natives

JET ‘BLOWS TOP’ CRASHING

Conference on Cyprus 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

With the recent developments in 
Cyprus, and the calling by the Brit- 
ish of a conference in Lendon with 
Greece and Turkey to discuss the 
Cyprus issue, it becomes all the more 
imperative that the British rule of 
Cyprus be fully analyzed in order to 
expose all positions. 

Turkey has no legal standing at 
the forthcoming London conference 
for two simple and conclusive rea- 
sons: (1) in the Lausanne Treaty of 
1923 she renounced all claims to 
Cyprus, and (2) the important fact 
that the Turks form a distinct minor- 
ity of less than 18 per cent compared 
to the over 80 per cent Greek pop- 
ulation. 

Turkey’s sole right is with the wel- 
fare of the Turkish’minority. Any 
Turkish fears as to their protection 
are not founded in reason because of: 
(1) the rights accorded Turkish mi- 
norities in Greece; (2) the friendly 
relations between the Turks and 
Greeks on Cyprus, and (3) the real- 
istic fact that there is a large Greek 
minority in Turkey completely in- 
sures the rights of the Moslem com- 


munity. 
Britain has failed to honor her af- 
firmativ® legal obligations under: (1) 


the Atlantic and the United Nations 
charters to grant self-determination 
to non-self-governing peoples, and 
(2) the Lausanne Treaty in which the 
future of Cyprus was “to be settled 
by the parties concerned.” 

The London conference on Cyprus 
could achieve the compromise posi- 
tion of union with Greece, via self- 
determination, with military bases 
for Britain, as urged by the British 
press and many leading American 
newspapers. 

To help assure the acceptance of 
this relatively simple compromise 
our State Department should chal- 
lenge the British to disprove the 
above facts, and should insist that 
the British Conservative party 
promptly honor her legal and moral 
obligations toward Cyprus

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Too Late to Be Tough 


The desire to avoid more bloodshed in the lit- 
tle waf now raging in two-thirds of French North 
Atrica may explain the vacillations of Paris, but 
it does not make them fruitful. Maybe the Faure 
government never had a chance to work out a 
satisfactory accommodation with Arab national- 
ism. Its most coneiliatory and most promising 
gesture—the sending of Gilbert Grandval to Mo- 
‘rocco as “resident general—may have been too 
late. Yet what is to be gained by his with- 
drawal, or rather by scuttling the liberal policy 
he represented? 


At fault may be the old French folk-conviction 
that anything and everything may be “arranged.” 
In its spirit, a bargain was worked out: ‘ine 
French-imposed sultan, Mohammed Ben Moulay 
Arafa, would retire ‘and Grandval would be 
“nromoted” to some distant post. The going of 
the one would please the Arab nationalists; the 
departure of the other would appease the stub- 
born French colonists. Then an interim council 
would negotiate a home-rule charter with the 
French; and the old sultan would be allowed to 
return from exile, no doubt to be restored to 
the throne by spontaneous demand. 

- * . 

This is a typical French arrangement: very 
lopical, very neat, and with something to make 
all factions happy. Alas, it seems to have broken 
down on the lowest level. The puppet Sultan, the 
one man over whom Paris might be expected to 
have the greatest control, balked. He refused to 
abandon his “divine mission” as leader of his 
people. Of course, the French might twist his 
arm until he sees matters in a more mundane 
light. But would this help, or would it breed re- 
sentment in what has been so far the most rea- 
sonable of the native factions? 


Other nationalistic Arab firebrands, apparent- 
ly centered in Egypt, do not want to see the 
French get out of trouble and, so, are sending 
in agents to stir up the tribes. These agents also 
are beginning to tell Tunisians, so far quiet, that 
they were foolish to come to an agreement with 
the French. Meanwhile the NATO governments 
are disturbed-by the dispatch of more and more 
French troops from Furope to North Africa, a 
major weakening of Western strength on the 
continent. 

Worst of all, however, is the division among 
the French themselves. This is so deep that 
Prem@er Faure is trying to avoid.a special ses- 
sion of parliament and a bitter debate more like- 
ly to end in the fall of his government than in a 
Moroccan settlement. 

« e * 

All this makes it easy to sympathize with the 
Premier. Yet with the memory of Indochina, not 
to mention Syria and Lebanon, fresh in mind, 
Faure must feel that broad concessions to the 
North Africans are mandatory even at the ex- 
pense of the colonists and their backers at home. 
Their toughness and their failure to live on fair 
terms with the natjves have much to do with the 
present troubles. 

Their day of overlordship is in its twilight: It 
is doubtful whether even ruthless force can ex- 
tend it much longer. Certainly they have no 
right to ask Paris to.apply this force for them. 
And Paris might as well tell them so. Some is- 
sues are beyond compromise, and resort to it can 
only add another chapter to the story of “Too

No Way of Welcome 

The Eisenhower Administration is reported to 
have about decided that fingerprinting foreign 
visitors does more harm than good, and should 
be halted. 

This would be a sound decision based on em- 
barrassing experiences with the fingerprinting 
provision of the Immigration Act. For example, 
Russian farm visitors were made welcome to this 
country only by a special dispensation. They 
were labeled an “official” delegation because 
unofficial visitors must be fingerprinted under 
the law 

The Eisenhower Administration owes nothing 
to the McCarramWalter Immigration Act, which 
was passed by a Democratic Congress. Mr. Eisen- 
hower recommended revision of that law in his 
first State of the Ufilon dddress. But his recom- 
mendations omitted the fingerprinting business, 


At Geneva this summer, President Eisenhower 
heard from Soviet Marshal Georgi Zhukov that 
Russians consider fingerprinting a degrading 
business connected with criminals. This is gen- 
erally true throughout Europe. The President 
reportedly replied that Americans have no such 
objections to fingerprinting, though it is difficult 
to imagine our citizens happily submitting to 
mass fingerprinting. 

What seems strange fs that the world’s most 
powerful democracy shotlid subject foreign 
visitors to unwelcome fingerprinting when even 
police-state nations do not, This kind of non- 
sense injures our foreign relations.

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A Gouge and a Delusion 

Missouri, whose long-time freedom from price- 
fixing “fair trade” laws has been breached by a 
new law concerned with liquor prices, should 
hearken to some expert advice. Price-fixing laws 
keep the prices to consumers higher than they 
need be, Jesse Markham, associate professor of 
economics at Princeton University and a consult- 
ant to the Federal Trade Commission, told the 
Senate Anti-trust subcommittee. And price- 
fixing laws in general are a delusion, Richard 
Heflebower, chairman of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity economics division, said. 

Established retailers have found price-fixing 
as objectionable to them as to customers and in 


many cases, including the major department 


stores in St. Louis, have revolted. The so-called 
“fair trade” laws are unfair in more respects 
than one, but the respect in which it seems to 
us they are most unfair is that they seek to bind 
retailers to a contract they have not signed or 
agreed-to or perhaps even seen. 


Retail druggists especially, who have been the -

spearheads of the “fair trade” movement, could 
learn some hard facts of business life from the 
losses they have sustained to the food super- 
markets, and begin relying less on the law to 
make them prosperous, more on their own enter- 
prise.

The new Secretary wea 3 Education and 
Welfare, Marion B. Folédi,.6ifers a workable 


description of why the Administration's health 
reinsurance plan was unworkable. The question 
now is, What is workable? 

When Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby held Mr. Fol- 
som’s office, the Administration proposed a 
$25,000,000 fund to insure private insurance 


.firms and health groups against abnormal losses 


in health insurance. The idea was to encourage 
private organizations to insure citizens against 
“catastrophic” illness, and to insure more 
citizens. 

Congress defeated this plan. Secretary Folsom 
says his department now has no health plan 
and is studying the whole situation. 


Surveying the wreckage of thé previous plan, 
the Secretary notes that it did not entirely 
satisfy insurance companies, who are dubious 
about any drastic extension of health insurance. 
It did not satisfy advocates of federal health 
insurance, who held that 25 millions was far 
too little to accomplish much. And it did not 
satisfy organized medicine, which charged that 
the plan was “socialistic,” though in fact the 
Administration had advanced it as an answer to 
“socialized” medicine. 

Secretary Folsom fiow states that he will stand 
for the best use of voluntary and private rather 
than federal bealth insurance. He hopes for 
some special insurance to protect persons against 
serious illness, in the manner that $50 deductible 
automobile. insurance protects owners against 
major damage to their cars. 

Catastrophic illness undoubtedly is the prin- 
cipal fear of the average citizen who can pay 
for modest medical care but cannot easily face 
long unemployment or high medical costs. But 
any plan which really protects all those Ameri- 
cans who need protection will have to run the 
same gauntlet of diverse.criticism which killed 
the more limited reinsurance plan. 

A workable health plan will require de- 
termined leadership from Secretary Folsom and 
this Administration. 
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A 10-for-1 Bargain 

When St. Louis county can get $80,000,000 
worth of expressways for an expenditure of 
$8,000,000, to cavil over paying the $8,000,000 
seems a trifle cheap. We hope, therefore, that 
Attorney General Dalton’s ruling on the matter 
of the county contribution will end this dis- 
cussion. 

Some opponents of the Daniel Boone express- 
way have been vammering that the state had 
no right to compel the county to pay for half 
the cost of right-of-way. To satisfy them, the 
county asked for a ruling by Dalton. In effect, 
Dalton now says that’s right, the state can’t 
compel the county to pay. But he adds what 
everybody should have known: that if the county 
declines to pay its ridiculously small share, the 
state can then decline to build the expressways. 


The truth is that the county and the whole 
metropolitan community are getting a king-sized 
bargain in the expressway program. State and 
federal funds are paying the entire cost of con- 
struction and half the cost of right-of-way for 
essential thoroughfares which are basically local 
in application and use. The expressways would 
be called interstate highways, but they would 
serve local traffic and relieve local congestion 
predominantly: 

All the talk about whether the county was 
compelled to contribute has been a diversion 
from the main issues. It’s time to get back on 
the track and vote the $8,000,000 in bonds that 
will bring the county . $80,000,000 worth of 
expressways.

India as Third Party 


The United States has requested a four-day 
postponement in talks with Red China about 
Americans detained in tHat’Country. Indian offi- 
cials suggest that one reason for the postpone- 
ment is to allow discussion of a repatriation plan 
involving India. 

Under this plan, sources In New Delhi Say, 
Washington proposes that any Chinese nationals 
in the United States who wish to go home could 
do so simply by calling on the Indian embassy 
or consulates. In tufn, Red China would an- 
nounce that American civilians held there could 
call on the British embassy. 

India has already helped the United States 
considerably in its dealings with Peiping and 
undoubtedly could do so again.

Curriculum By Congress 

There is a sadly unconstitutional, unlawyerly 
ring to the recommendation of the American Bar 
Association that Communist theories be taught 
in American schools, provided such teaching is 
sanctioned by an act of Congress. And this ring 
becomes ironical when one recalls how stridently 
leaders of the ABA can talk against federal con- 
trol of education. 

How long since these gentlemen, who should 
be its stout defenders, have read the First 
Amendment? Freedom of teaching ts but one 
aspect of freedom of speech. It is but one way 
of getting before the American people all the 
ideas—all the conflicting ideas—out of which 
they can hammer sound rules for their demo- 
cratic government. It is the same clash of claim 
and proof, of assertion and evidence which law- 
yers call the “adversary method,” and on which 
their profession is built. 


In spite of the rash of investigations of teachers 
and colleges, it is a new idea that the board of a 
university—or a public school, for that matter— 
should have to ask Congress to pass a bill per- 
mitting the teaching of this.subject or that sub- 
ject. If this theory were accepted, education 
would become a selective, hot-house process nur- 
tured and controlled by the S€nate and the House 
of Representatives. . 


Indirect pressures on edycation can be bad 
enough. Legislative sanction for teaching is ut- 
terly repugnant. This does not mean that teach- 
ers are above the commonwealth as other men 
are not. Teaching is different from other pur- 
suits only insofar as it is occasionally an integral 
part of what Justice Holmes called the free mar- 
ket of ideas. That is a market in which all of us 
must inevitably shop. And-the shopping will 
hardly be improved if Congress is to say what 
may be bought and what not.

Police Report: The Bad Check Artist

St. Louis Police Journal tells how department's Check Squad 
solves many felogy and other cases involving worthless checks; 
professional check passer is glib, too convincing crook with “im- 
pressive’ eredentials; merchants warned how to protect selves.

One of the most important but unspec- 
tacular units of the Secret Service Divi- 
sion is the Check Squad. Month after 
month they solve a large number of 
felony and misdemeanor cases involv- 
ing worthless checks, taking out of cir- 
culation thieves who cheat St. Louts 
business men out of thousands‘of dollars. 

Recognizing that the bad check artists 
were about as serious a menace to mer- 
chants as burglars and stickup men, 
Chief of Detectives James E. Chapman 
increased the Check Squad from two to 
five men. The efficacy of this move 
can be shown statistically. 

Last year two officers solved 307 cases 
by arresting 107 persons. As of June 18 
the enlarged squad had cleared up 312 
cases with 69 arrests. 

Their day begins with a study of 
worthless check cases reported to dis- 
trict police officers. With reports from 
all sections of the city before them, 
they can spot where the same person, 
sometimes using different aliases, passed 
bad checks in widely separated areas of 
the city. 

‘Figuring that the check passer might 
be active for a few more’ days, the 
squad members get busy on the tele- 
phone, notifying hotel and retail credit 
associations, large supermarkets, and 
whatever type of stofe the check man 
happens to be victimizing. 


Arrests Made Through Hard Work 


Many of the squad’s arrests are made 
through patient, dogged work. By com- 
paring handwriting on checks, noting 
descriptions, scrutinizing aliases, and 
noting peculiarities in the passer’s tech- 
nique, they look for a tipoff to his true 
identity. 

Because from three or four days to 
several weeks have passed before the 
merchant learns that the check is no 
good, it is important that the officers 
ask him questions to help refresh his 
memory. With a good background on the 
passer’s modus operandi, it is possible 
to establish his identity. 

Bad check offenses differ from most 
other thefts, in that the victim unwit- 
tingly consents to the transaction in 
which he is bilked.- . 

In these highly competitive times 
when customer satisfaction is an im- 
portant factor in determining the suc- 
cess of a business, few merchants can 
afford to adopt an inflexible “No 
Checks Cashed” policy. If a storekeeper 
sets too rigid a policy, it won’t-be long 
before his customers. shop elsewhere. 


“Crooks Usually Are Strangers” 


ally lay down a smoke screen of impres- 
sive credentials. 

The most reliable safeguard when 
cashing a check for a stranger is to ask 
him for the name and telephone num- 
ber of several neighbors. These people 
should be called for verification. 

The strongest weapon in the bogus 
check writer’s makeup is his disarming 
manner. Glib talkers, they give the vic- 
tim the rush act, usually seeking to cash 
a check after banking hours or on a 
Saturday. 

A strategist, the check passer Was a 
wide assortment in his bag of tricks 
which he uses to set up his victims for 
the kill. Generally, he makes a sizable 
purchase’ of groceries, or picks out a 
suit, or makes a down payment on 
furniture. 

Another device in the bad check man’s 
repertoire is to gradually cultivate his 
victim by making a series of small cash 
purchases for several days. Then, he 
springs his money maker on the store 
manager. As a reference he has a store 
clerk verify that he is a regular cus- 
tomer, and the manager again finds 
himself faced with making a decision. 


Publicity as a Potent Weapon 


Not only is the merchant fleeced of 
his merchandise but also for a sizable 
amount, which is the difference between 
the “purchase” and the amount of the 
check. ~ 

Publicity is a potent weapon against 
bogus check writers. Once the word is 
widely spread ofa passer’s activities the 
chances of his apprehension are in- 
creased. 

Consequently,. much of the Check 
Squad's time is sperit on leg work, warn- 
ing merchants who are likely victims, 
interviewing business men who have 
been taken on a bad check. Once the 
officers learn the thief’s name, his pho- 
tograph, if on file, is published in the 
Daily Bulletin for officers to warn store 
operators to be on the alert. 

Of inestimable assistance to local po- 
lice in tracking down the roving spuri- 
ous check writer is the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, which has jurisdiction 
in cases where bogus or forged checks 


‘ are transported interstate. 


Offenders Face Severe Penalty 


With an overall view of the nation’s 
bad check circulation, the FBI frequent- 
ly ties together one passer’s string of 


_ activities in widely. separated sections 


of the country. Consequently, if police 


’ submit checks and handwriting samples 


To test this statement, picture your-’ 


self as a customer presenting your pay- 
roll or personal check at a store for 
cashing. Naturally. you'd be quite miffed 
if the store clerk or manager refused 
to cash the check despite a formidable 
array of identification which includes 
driver’s license, Social Security card, 
membership cards, and a photograph 
taken about 15 years.ago when you had 
a full head of hair and two less chins. 

After hearing the business man’s side 
of the story you'll be inclined to 
with him. Check Squad officers say that 
after some merchants have been duped 
a few times by strangers, they don’t care 
if you show them your name in tattoo 
or your operation scar, they just won't 
cash ‘the check. 

“We are often asked by merchants,” 
said Detective Sgt. Edward Kelly, head 
of the squad, “just what is the best 
identification to require of persons 
seeking to have checks cashed.” 

Apparently the Check Squad sub- 
scribes to the view of the American 
Bankers Association, whith said, 
“Strangers are not always crooks, but 
crooks usually are strangers.” So, the 
Check Squad warns that no reliance 
should be placed in the credentials of 
anyone. Professional check passers liter-

proves that despite the prisoner's liberal 
use of aliases, he is the same man want- 
ed for bad checks in other tities. 

In Missouri the penalty for worthless 
checks is severe. Forgery, and cases 
where checks have been written after 
the account was closed, or no account 
existed, are felonies. 

Typical of the precautions now being 
taken by stores are the requiring of cus- 
tomers to establish identification 48 
hours in advance of check cashing, and 
holding managers responsible for check 
losses. Another precautionary measure 
is a new type camera which snaps the 
picture of the passer and his check

Between Book Ends « 


Spokesman for a Middle Way 


BOOKER T. WASHINGTON AND THE NEGRO'S’ 
PLACE IN AMERICAN LIFE, by Samuel R. Spen- 
cer Jr. (Little, Brown, 212 pgs., $3.) ’ 


Mr. Spencer tells the story of a great 
man and his people struggling to sur- 
vive the trauma of post-Civil War 
American life. Booker T. Washington - 
was born the son of a white father and. 


a Negro mother in Franklin county, Va,: 
in 1856. 


When Washington was 5 the Civil War’ - 


began. In his tenth year he became a 
freedman. He could not read or write: 
he had no skills. For him, and tens of~ 
thousands like him, the jubilation of.. 
freedom quickly vanished into a morass. 
of fear and doubt as he sought to find. 
a place for himself in a land torn by. 
the stress of a long and awful war, 
scarcely capable of supporting its white 
population without the added burden 
of the emancipated slave who,- because 
of his tragic dependency and ignorance, 
could make no real contribution. 

For Booker T. 
Washington the way. 
to equality for the 
Negro was through 
compromise. He 
was less concerned 
with -the fact of 
equality than with 
the Negro’s prepar- 
edness for that 
equality. If he could 
learn to produce 
with his hands and 
create from the soil, 
the fact of his 
equality would be 
Booker T. Washington established. ‘‘No 

race,” he said, “can 
prosper till it learns that there is ‘as 
much dignity in tilling a field as in 
writing a poem.” - 

In 1881, the Alabama State Legis- 
lature appropriated $2000 to pay the’ 
salaries of the teaching staff of a smalt: 
Negro school in Tuskegee. Washingtor 
was principal of that school. Starting 
on a shoe-string of state appropriations 
and small gifts he built Tuskegee In- 
stitute into one of the most successful 
Negro schools in America. 

He made hundreds of speaking tours 
through the North, raising money and 
making friends for the school, and by 
1890 he was recognized, almost univers 
Sally, as the spokesman for the Negro, 
In 1896 he was awarded the honorary 
degree of master of arts«dy Harvard 
University. 

It was in his role as spokesman that 
he addressed the Atlanta Exposition in 
1893, expressing his philosophy of a. 
middle course, leaving the struggle for 
social equality to the future. The speech 
was hailed by the southern press, but 
regarded as a “sell-out” by Negroes and 


‘whites alike who believed there could. 


be no compromise on equality. The 
following year, however, the Supreme 
Court demonstrated in Plessy vs. Fer 
guson and the “separate but equal” doc- 
trine that the prevailing climate. was 
one of compromise. 

Whatever may be the criticism of his 
concept of human equality, Washifig- 
ton’s contribution to the life of the 
American Negro was tremendous. It is 
this contribution, in the context of the 
period and the personality of the man, 
that Mr. Spencer so adequately de- 
scribes in this highly readable biogra- 
phy, which is an excellent addition to 
the Library of American Biography 
Series. ANNE THU.

FOUR RUNS. , 


SCHMIDT’S STAR 
RISES AS BIRDS 
BEAT SIMMONS 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 27— 
The uncertainty of a professional 
baseball career, especially the 
precarious life of a pitcher, had 
been demonstrated again today 
as a fesult of strange twists in 
tie lives of Curt Simmons and 
Winard Schmidt. 

The name of Simmons is well- 
fmown across the land, not only 
because of bucket-foot Al, the 
forr¥e? hitting terror of the Ath- 
letics. but because of Curt him- 
self. the original big-bonus baby 
of the postwar period. Simmons, 
paid $65,000 to sign with the 
Phillies at the tender age of 18, 
helped pitch Philadelphia to one 
pennant and was regarded as 
sure to become one of baseball's 
best. 

Outside of St. Louis and a few 
other points, Schmidt, by con- 
trast, probably reminded more 


folks of the name of the neigh-| 


borhood. baker who makes ter- 
rific old-fashioned cheese cake. 
Willard was an unknown and 
seemed likely to remain one be- 
cause he had been passed up in 
the annual baseball draft last 
fall and had been by-passed by 
the Cardinals last spring, too. 

Today, however, the 26-year- 
old Schmidt, just 10 days the 
Philadelphia player's senior and 
almost as fast—and as wild—as 
Curt used to be, bids fair to be- 
come a good major league 
pitcher. Simmons, on the other 
hand, might be just about 
through. : 

Schmidt, repurchased by the 
Redbirds during the All-Star

A “SKILLET SALAD," MADE OF

Squeaky Floors. 


OMEDAY someone is going 
S tc figure out a simple sure 

cure for squeaky floors and 
he or she is going to make a 
good many million dollars. So 
far, however, while we’ve almost 
got man-made satellites flying 
around, we've still got no sim- 
ple cure for our number one 
problem. 

You often, even in new homes, 
run into a condition where a 
floor squeaks and creaks all over. 
While this can be caused by the 
finish flooring being improperly 
nailed, it can often be due to 
shrinkage of the _ subflooring. 
What happens is that when the 
subflooring was installed the 
wood was either still pretty 
green or was allowed to become 
damp or wet before installation. 
As it dried out, it shrank some- 
what and some of this shrinkage 
occurred around the nails. What 
is happening now is that when 
the floor is walked over, the sub- 
flooring is pushed down, sliding 
on the nails as it goes and then 
when the pressure is relieved 
the wood springs up, again slid- 
ing on the nails. The general 
effect is a lot of noise. 

The way to handle this situa- 
tion is to secure the subfloor so 
it can’t move and the best way 
to do this is to fasten strips of 
wood to the side of the floor 
joists snug up aginst the sub- 
flooring. 1 in. x 3 in. stock 
should be adequate for this job 


.and you need only one to each 


joist. The boards must, however, 
be forced up so that they are 
tight esainst each of the sub- 
floor boards and must be secure- 
ly nailed to the joist.

Value of Having 


Birth Certificate 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


. St. Louis Health Commissioner 


AVE you a birth certificate? 
H The importance of an af- 

firmative answer to this ques- 
tion is particularly emphasized 
at this time. School registration 
begins in St. Louis next week 
and children entering the St. 
Louis schools for the first time 
must present proof of their birth 
date. 


’ With the growing complexities 
of our modern way of life the 
need for a birth certificate as a 
proof of the circumstances of 
birth has increased rapidly, both 
for social and legal purposes. Be- 
cause of the importance of this 
certificate: in later life, parents 
should be sure that their baby’s 
birth is promptly filed, and that 
the information contained on the 
record f$ accurate and complete. 
Some of the needs for such docu- 
mentary proof are: 


Proof of Date of Birth: For 
entrance to school; for first work 
permit; for automobile license; 
for-right to vote; for right to 
marry; for right to enter Civil 
Service; for entering military 
service; for social security bene- 
fits to blind, dependent children, 
and the aged. 


Proof of Fact of Birth: For 
proving parentage; for inier- 
itance of property; for settle- 
ment of insurance; for legal de- 
pendency; for establishing iden- 
tity; for tracing ancestry; for 
child health programs. 


Preof of Place of Birth: For 
passports, for immigration and 
emigration; for establishing citi- 
zenship. . 


The laws of every state in the 
country provide for the perma- 
nent filing of all original birth 
certificates in order that the in- 
dividual concerned can, at any 
future date, obtain proof of the 
pertinent facts of his birth. If 
you were born in St. Louis a cer- 
tified copy of your birth certifi- 
cate can be obtained from the 
St. Louis Health Division, Bureau 
of Vital Statistics, Room 10, 
Municipal Courts Building. The 
cost is 50 cents for those born 
after 1910, and $1 for certifi- 
cates filed prior to that time. If 
your birth is not on file trained 
personnel in the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics of the Health Division 
can advise you as to the proper 
procedure for obtaining this very 
necessary document.
